The cubjeoT; of this report was- arrested in Brussels on 17 Nov by 50 FSS at 
tho request of this Unit, According to infoOTation obtained in the' interrogation of 
three agents of Abt VI of the fomer Sipo btA SD office in Brussels, ho was knovmto 
have been connected- with the W/T stay-behind network in Belgium^ though not himself a 
\‘!/T o.gent.

a) L5FK3VRE is a Licencie-^s-Soiences of the Institute of St. Ignace in Aifcwerp,. 

r.i-,; is by profession a dealer in pharmaceutical and chemical products. Until 
Sep hO v/as employed in this capacity by the firm of Louis SANDERS, If? -51 rue Henri 
.Vafelaerts, Brussels# He was then without employment for a fev/ months, during v/hich 
t;^'.^ he worked in an honorary capacity in a charitable organisation run by the 
Prinecsse Jean MEROLE, called "Aide aux Families des Militaires". From ilaroh 41 
until July he was employed by the Etablissements Albert COUVEBUR, 78 rue G-allait, 
'Brussels, after which he decided to set up in business on hia own at his address in 
' rue Alexandre Markelbach. 



^or some years during the war, source tried to supplement his income by dealing 
scar'"e modem editions, of Vnich he had a small collection himself. In August 
^oinsd the VEHDIH^O R^ty, in which ho had a friend named Prans\VERDORP, 
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hoped that LEHlilANN would decide dispense with his services, , but Instead of dismissing 
him altrgether; LEimNN passed him over to Abt^VI in August 15^..

A,ug K2 LEHIBVRE received a telephone call from a M. who said that he had 

heard of him fran and fixing a meeting in the "Bodega" in the rue do 

Lorraine, At this meeting, otherwise SS Ustuf AlilGBR (if) told 

source that ha was a most useful recruit and would be given a highly 
Important assignment. He was thereupon introduced to a person whose name 
vras not given (19) who told sx^jeot that he intended to introduce him into 
an Allied espionage .ring in Hamur. He was to leave the next day, enlist 
recruits, get to Icnow everything about the organisation, after which the 
Germans would arrest the whole bunch. 

LEFEIBVRE pointed out that he was quite ine:xperienced in such matters, that 
he was a timid and sedentary intellectual, that ho was employed in a firm 
from 8 a.m. to 6 p.m. and could not possibly leave his employment without 
exciting suspicion and considerable pex^sonal inconvenianoe. The unlcncA>m 
apparently formed the impression that he was not only unwilling but imsuit- 
abie and the project was dropped. ' 

Aug W ALLIGER asked source if he knew English, as he proposed to sand him to Egypt. 

LEEEBVRE replied that he knew virtually no English, and would be oonspletely 
lost in Egypt. 

Sep k2 /UjIGHR asked source to find out the sxxspeoted links between the UK and tho 

allegedly Anglophile directors of the.Banque do la Societe Generale. Source, 
by playing on the difficulties of getting into touch with rich bankers, and 
the little leisure he had from his job, was able to drag out the matter for 
several months without reaching any result, by v/hich time Abt VI had lost 
interest.

ALLIGER, dressed in his smartest clothes, conducted source to the I<letropole 

Hotel to introduce him to "A colonel, the head of the SD in Berlin".' Ho v/as 

introduced Y/ith considerable pomp and circumstance. LEESB’^TRE later learnt 
that this colonel had inspected all ALLIGER* s agents, and that as he himself 
was the most presentable,' was considered the show piece, but unfortunately 
his manner had been rather too casual to make a good impression.

HEBIAKN of Abt VI). . ' '' 



1943# Luring the year soxoroe kept rendes-vous with ALLIGER twice a month, usxxolly 

at the latter’s billet In the Avenue des Nations. Luring the whole period of 
his service with Abt VI, he visited their office at 18, Rue Emile Claus only 
three times. As he continually evaded proposals for serioxis employment on 
the grounds that he* worked at his firm from 8 a.m. until 6 p.m. and had no 
time to work for the SD, a series of proposals wore made v/ith a view to a 
change of employment; 

a) First it was suggested that he should give up, his job and make the 
SD his living. To this he replied that if he was unemployed and 
yet obviously earning a living, he woiiLd be branded as a German 
agent and would be unable to obtain any information. 

b) He v/as introduced to a Belgian named LORPHEVRE (21 ) who had worked 
for the British IS (or so he told idLIGER) in the I914-I8 v/ar, ar4 
v/as nov/ an agent of Abt VI. This man was a former bank official; 
he was instructed to find source a job in a bank v/hich woxiLd give 
him cover and greater leisxure. A job was actually found in the 
Xontinentalbank in the Avenue des Arts; this was refused on sane 
pretext or other; and LORPHEVRE was delegated to find Etnother job 
in the Banque de Bruxelles, in which he v/as unsuccessful. 
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
